Brynhill says 
‘No’ to Aldi 


BRYNHILL Golf 
Club has rejected 
an approach from 
the Aldi supermar¬ 
ket chain which 
was interested in 
purchasing land 
to build a store. 

Brynhill captain for 
2018-19 Mark Weaver 
explained that the 
decision was consistent 
with a meeting the club 
had with local residents 
a year ago in which it 
said it wasn’t interested 
in dealing with major 
development on its site. 

Mr Weaver said: “The 
club has been approached 
twice in the last 18 
months. We said no the 
first time, and have said 


no again very recently. 

“What we’ve decided 
is in keeping with what 
we have told residents. 
Aldi was interested in 
putting up a store that 
would have faced Port 
Road. 

“It would have taken 
up the footprint of the car 
park, the club house, club 
bungalow, club shop, the 
practice green and the 
18th green.” 

If development had 
gone ahead, the club 
would have had to 
rebuild its clubhouse 500 
yards away. 

The club is selling off 
part of its car park to 
raise much-needed funds. 
Four houses will be built 
and local residents are

fully aware of the plans. 

Local councillor 
Leighton Rowlands said 
he and local people were 
not against local develop¬ 
ments per se, but against 
excessive development. 

He said: “During the 
local election in 2017, I 
and Cllr Vincent Bailey 
promised we would fight 
any inappropriate devel¬ 
opment at Brynhill Golf 
Club. 

“When we got elected, 
we held a meeting with 
Brynhill Golf Club, 
along with local MP 
Alun Cairns and resi¬ 
dents of Highlight Park. 
It allowed Brynhill to 
explain the situation 
that they were in and the 
options that were availa¬ 
ble to them. 

“There was agreement 
between residents and 
Brynhill that four houses 
would be better to keep 
the club going for the 
next 10 years. We’re not 
against development, just 
excessive development, 
and I’m pleased that the 
club told Aldi it was not 
interested and has kept 
its word to residents.”

Vale budget approved - 
but Tories are in disarray 


VALE Council Leader John 
Thomas has been told his back¬ 
benchers will no longer tolerate 
being ignored after a “devas¬ 
tating defeat” over his budget. 

Two weeks ago, the budget 
was voted down but last week it 
went through after the Vale 
Leader relied on Labour support. 

The GEM understands there 
is serious discontent among 
Conservative backbenchers on the 
council over what party insiders say 
are “a number of PR blunders” such 
as proposed car parking charges, 


dog controls and the “closure” 
of Llancarfan Primary School. 

It is also understood several 
Conservative councillors were 
“incensed at the perceived arrogance of 
doing a deal with Labour” last week to 
approve the budget rather than address 
concerns within the party, while some 
were concerned about the level of 
council tax increases in the budget. 

Almost half the Conservative mem¬ 
bers on the authority - a total of 11 
councillors - abstained from voting in 
favour of the budget on F riday, March 8.

T HE Vale 
Council want 
to load us up 
with yet another 
inflation busting 
council tax increase. 

The leader of our 
council, Cllr John 
Thomas, says the 
proposed tax hike is 
relatively low. Is this 
man living in the real 
world? 

I am like most council 
tax payers in that we 
are now paying more 
per month in council 
tax than we were paying 
for our mortgages, the 
difference being at the 
end of our mortgage, we 
have something to show 
for it. 

For our monthly coun¬ 
cil tax outlay, however, 
we do have a number 
of things to show for it 
- we have free potholes 
on just about every road 
in the Vale. We have 
many of our street lights 
turned off at midnight, 
we have a Police and 
Crime Commissioner 
with an abundance of 
staff including two 
secretaries - an inevi¬ 
table drain on the Vale 
Council’s annual budget.

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Justice catches 
up with rapist - 
after 50 years 


A pensioner has been jailed for 
16 years for multiple sexual 
offences against a child. 

Peter John Smith, aged 78, of 
Hounslow, London, was sentenced at 
Cardiff Crown Court for seven counts 
of rape. He was handed a custodial 
term of 16 years and a further year on 
extended licence. 

The offences relate to one child and 
took place between 1969 and 1974 in 
Barry. 

Smith was found guilty after a trial 
in February. He was also made to sign 
the sex offenders’ register. 

In a victim personal statement read 
in court, the woman said the defend¬ 
ant’s actions continue to have a lasting 
impact on her and that she suffers with 
nightmares. 

She said she couldn’t speak out at 
the time as she felt she wouldn’t be 
believed if she reported the abuse. 

Following the sentencing, Detective 
Constable Mark Wonnacott, of Barry 
CID, praised the courage of the vic¬ 
tim who helped to ensure Smith’s 
conviction. 


He said: “The victim in this case 
was a child when she was preyed on 
by Peter Smith. 

“I thank her for having the courage 
to report the abuse and support the 
prosecution and I hope today’s sen¬ 
tencing will give her and her family 
some closure and comfort as they 
begin to move on with their lives. 

“I cannot imagine how difficult it 
must be to come forward to report 
such appalling crimes but I want to 
reassure anyone considering doing so 
that there is a whole range of support 
out there, not only from the police but 
from partner agencies who can help 
you through the entire process. 

“Officers in Bridgend and the Vale 
will continue to work tirelessly to 
protect children and bring perpetrators 
of child abuse to justice.”

Tory ‘revolt’ as budget 
passed by Vale Council

The budget, which 
included a 4.9 per 
cent council tax rise, 
was passed after the 
Conservative leadership 
stmck a deal with the 
Labour opposition. 

Cllr Thomas has 
defended his adminis¬ 
tration’s record and said 
he was confident he can 
agree a way forward 
with most of the coun¬ 
cillors who voted against 
him. He said he sought 
a deal with Labour 
after a meeting with 
Conservatives colleagues 
last Wednesday when 
it became apparent he 
could not rely on the sup¬ 
port of his whole party. 

A source within the 
Vale Conservatives said: 
“This was a devastating 
defeat for the cabinet, 
and it sends a strong 
message that the group 
will no longer tolerate 
being ignored on key 
policy decisions. How 
John Thomas reacts 
to the vote will dictate 
what happens next. 

“The group wants 
significant change and 
they were furious that 
he went to Labour for 
a budget deal instead of 
sorting things out face to 
face within the group.” 

The budget was 
passed at an extraor¬ 
dinary meeting of 
the council last week 
after the Conservative 
administration’s original 
proposals were voted 
down by four of its 
own councillors along 
with Labour and Plaid 
Cymru the week before. 

The four councillors 
who originally voted 
against the budget - 
Vincent Bailey, George 
Carroll, Janice Charles 
and former Welsh 
Conservative leader 
Andrew RT Davies - 
were swelled in their 
ranks, with as many 
as 11 Conservatives 
abstaining on voting for 
the amended budget. 

A statement on behalf 
of the four councillors 
said: “As councillors, our 
duties first and foremost 
are to our constituents - 
and we simply weren’t 
satisfied that council 
tax payers were getting 
value for money out of 
the proposed increase. 

“We had concerns 
about a range of issues 
including council tax, car 


parking and the closure 
of Llancarfan School 
and that’s why we took 
the difficult decision to 
oppose the budget, mean¬ 
ing that it did not pass. 

“In the discussions that 
followed, further meas¬ 
ures were agreed, includ¬ 
ing extra funding for 
the 95A/B bus services, 
while proposed on street 
car parking charges in 
the Vale were scrapped. 

“We welcome these 
changes, which will 
bring huge benefits to 
our communities, but 
our concerns over other 
issues, including council 
tax levels, remained. 

“We therefore decided 
to abstain when the 
revised proposals were 
brought before full 
council and were joined 
in doing so by a large 
number of colleagues.” 

Cllr Gordon Kemp, 
cabinet member for 
social care, health 
and leisure, voted for 
the budget in the first 
meeting on February 27. 

He abstained on voting 
for the Labour-amended 
budget, before support¬ 
ing the council tax rise in 
a separate vote once the 
budget had been agreed. 

He said: “I was not 
happy that what we were 
voting for was not a whol- 
ly-Conservative budget. 
It was being influenced 
by Labour. When it came 
to vote on the council 
tax I supported it. It’s 
never pleasant having 
to raise council tax, but 
we are where we are. 
We’re not a well-funded 
authority so we have to 
cut our cloth accordingly. 

“(The vote) shows 
that there has to be 
engagement with the 
Conservative group. 
Whether there could 
have been more of 
that, I don’t know.” 

Labour say they’re 
confident proposals 
which would have seen 
on-street parking brought 
to towns in the Vale have 
been dropped following 
talks with council leader 
John Thomas. They also 
negotiated an additional 
£100,000 to protect the 
95A and B and X91 bus 
services and funding for 
a community project 
at St Paul’s Church in 
Penarth. Labour also 
demanded a fund to refur¬ 
bish Victorian schools 
throughout the Vale in 
return for their support 


for the budget, along with 
a review of LED replace¬ 
ments of non-standard 
lights in Penarth. 

Cllr Neil Moore, 
Labour Leader in 
the Vale, said the 
Conservatives are 
in “total disarray”. 

He said: “It’s absurd 
what’s happening with 
them. They seem to have 
absolutely no control 
or discipline within the 
group. Clearly they can’t 
talk to each other because 
that wouldn’t happen in 
our group. What I found 
disgraceful was that some 
don’t realise as a council¬ 
lor we have a respon¬ 
sibility to set a legal 
budget. To me it seems 
like half the group don’t 
care about that respon¬ 
sibility. There’s too 
much politics going on. 

“They are in total 
disarray. How long it 
will last, I don’t know.” 

Plaid Cymru, which 
voted against the budget, 
said it was “anti-demo¬ 
cratic and non-transpar¬ 
ent” for the councillors 
to abstain from the vote 
without explaining why 
in the council chamber. 

Cllr Ian Johnson, Plaid 
Cymru Leader on the 
Vale Council, said: “Plaid 
Cymru voted against the 
budget because the coun¬ 
cil tax was too high on 
residents, many of whom 
are already struggling 
with price increases. 

“It was no surprise to 
watch Labour propping 
up the Conservative 


budget. They regularly 
vote together on impor¬ 
tant issues - including 
voting for the Barry 
Docks incinerator and 
for the 10,000 house 
Local Development Plan. 
There is little difference 
between them locally. 

“It was disappointing 
that councillors were 
abstaining without 
explaining their deci¬ 
sions. That is anti-dem¬ 
ocratic and non-transpar¬ 
ent. If they were proud of 
their actions, they would 
stand up and explain 
them in the chamber.” 

Cllr Thomas said 
he had a “grown up 
conversation” with 
Labour to get the budget 
through after it became 
apparent he could not 
rely on the support of 
his whole party in the 
meeting last Wednesday. 

He said concerns 
over council tax had 
never been mentioned 
in the group meeting. 

“To think you can 
carry on providing the 
services that people 
want with ever-reducing 
settlements from Welsh 
Government without 
putting council tax up 
is just naive,” he said. 

Cllr Thomas said it 
was “a bit strong” to 
call the administration’s 
decisions “PR blunders,” 
and said the council 
has to make tough 
decisions and “it’s not 
always possible to make 
good PR out of those”. 

He said: “We have 


group meetings on deci¬ 
sions. There’s usually 
a difference of opinion 
and not everyone will 
get their own way. 
That’s the nature of the 
game. It would have 
been irresponsible to go 
to that meeting without 
being sure we could 
get the budget through. 

“We have consistently 
been the best performing 
council in Wales. That’s 
alongside reductions 
in funding and some 
of the lowest council 
tax increases over the 
last few years as well. 

“I hope we can all 
pull together and get 
behind the administra¬ 
tion. It’s not ideal the 
way things have panned 
out. Hopefully, we will 
have group discussions 
and get back on track. 
I’m sure for most of 
the councillors who 
voted against me, we 
will come to an agree¬ 
ment on a way forward. 

“All I’ve ever wanted 
to do is the best I can 
for the council and res¬ 
idents in the Vale and 
I stand behind that.”

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Campaigners claim Dinas 
bypass is ‘closer than ever’ 


CAMPAIGNERS 
for a bypass around 
Dinas Powys say 
the long-awaited 
road could be closer 
than it has been in 
90 years. 

The Vale Council 
is set to hold a public 
consultation on the 
latest stage of the bypass 
plans - which would aim 
to ease traffic congestion 
between Cardiff and 
Barry - before the 
summer. 

An outline business 
case has been drafted 
for the bypass but the 
council said it needs 
to do further work to 
identify a preferred route 
to take forward to a full 
business case to Welsh 
Government. 

Possible routes start 


from the Merrie Harrier 
roundabout and could 
connect with A4055 
Cardiff Road south 
of Dinas Powys, and 
continue onto the Biglis 
roundabout, which is 
the option preferred by 
Arcadis, the council’s 
consultants. 

Alternatively, the 
new road could extend 
to the roundabout 
between Sully Moors 
Road and Hayes Road. 
Improvements to public 
transport and cycling 
and walking routes are 
also being considered. 

The council said 
it needs to engage 
with Network Rail to 
understand the potential 
costs around building 
the bypass near a 
railway tunnel, model 
improvements to the 


Merrie Harrier junction 
and undertake a public 
consultation. 

The council is asking 
Welsh Government for 
£80,000 to complete 
the Welltag 2 outline 
business case but if that 
funding is not given, the 
authority would find the 
money. 

Emma Reed, the 
council’s head of 
neighbourhood services 
and transport, said at 
a council meeting on 
March 7 that a 12-week 
consultation could be 
launched before the 
summer break in August. 

Mrs Reed told the 
Environment and 
Regeneration Scrutiny 
Committee: “We have 
made great progress 
on this project over the 
last couple of years.

Rod Harrod, chairman 
of the Dinas Powys 
Bypass Steering Group, 
said the bypass plans 
are “more advanced 
now than at any time in 
the last 30 or even 90 
years”. 

He said improvements 
to the Merrie Harrier 
junction would benefit 
staff, patients, and 
visitors at Llandough 
Hospital. 

Councillors said 
there could be some 
competition for Welsh 
Government funding for 
the bypass from the pro¬ 
posed works on junction 
34 of the M4. 


Cllr Andrew 
Robertson, who repre¬ 
sents Dinas Powys, said 
he couldn’t understand 
why there had to be 
competition for funding 
with the M4 scheme. 

He said: “If the traffic 
situation in Dinas Powys 
is resolved it would 
benefit every community 
across the south Wales 
Vale of Glamorgan 
corridor.” 

Cllr Gwyn John urged 
the campaign to keep 
going despite the delays. 

He said: “I can appre¬ 
ciate how frustrated 
people involved are 
with the delays. [The 
bypass] is a must. With 
all the development we 
have across the Vale, 
it’s chock-a-block and 
getting worse. It’s going 
to be a battle.”

Bike hire 
coming to 

THE cycle hire scheme 
Nextbike could be coming to 
Penarth after proving popular 
in Cardiff. 

Emma Reed, the Vale Council’s 
head of neighbourhood services and 
transport, confirmed in a meeting that 
the authority is due to meet Nextbike 
as part of highways improvements in 
the town. 

It comes as Nextbike is set to double 
its cycle hire scheme in Cardiff by the 
end of the summer with an additional 
500 bikes and 65 docking stations. 

Her comments came in a debate 
over a proposed new traffic system at 
Plassey Street and Windsor Road - a 
major route in and out of Penarth. 

The council plans to enlarge the 
roundabout’s central island, using land 
from The Dingle Park, in a bid to slow 
down vehicles using the junction, and 
install two new toucan crossings in 
Windsor Road and Penarth Road. 

The plans were called in for greater 
scrutiny by Cllr Ruba Sivagnanam, 
who said the option does not go far 
enough to tackle the traffic problems 
in the area. 

The highway plan would cost 
£870,000, funded by contributions 
from the Penarth Heights development. 

The Environment and Regeneration 
Scrutiny Committee heard on March 
7 that much of the Penarth Heights 
money has to be spent by February 
2020 and any further delays could 
jeopardise the project. 

Mrs Reed said the roundabout wid¬ 
ening plan would slow down traffic in 
the area. 

She said: “This brings the round¬ 
about into more of an engineering 
standard, potentially making it safer 
for people walking and cycling.

“We’re working with Nextbikes as 
part of that; we’re due to meet them 
and other parties interested in cycle 
schemes.” 

Cllr Sivagnanam said the proposal 
was being rushed through which 
underlines how “there’s no strategy 
to Penarth”. 

She said: “This proposal to me is a 
bit like moving the deck chairs on the 
Titanic. We’re creating work which 
is not really necessary. If we want to 
improve the gateway, there are other 
ways of doing it. 

“It really doesn’t begin to tackle the 
active travel (challenges). I do feel this 
is about spending the money before 
next February.” 

Councillors were told the widened 
roundabout was one part of a wider 
strategy for transport improvements 
in Penarth. 

Charlotte Pugh, senior planner 
for the council, said the new scheme 
would transform the area. 

She said: “This whole are is going 
to be completely transformed. At the 
moment it is not very welcoming to 
pedestrians. 

“I think it will go some way to 
transforming this gateway into Penarth 
and make it a safer environment.” 

Previous plans to make part of 
Plassey Street one-way to incoming 
traffic, and removing the roundabout 
altogether, were dropped following 
opposition from the public. 

The committee agreed to endorse 
the transport scheme but requested 
regular updates on the wider transport 
plans for Penarth.

BARRY War 
Museum presented 
local sand artist 
Gareth ‘Din’ Evans 
with a framed pho¬ 
tograph on March

Sue explained: “When 


I asked him if he would 
like to do the artwork, 
he was so pleased we’d 
thought of him.

The Barry 
War Museum committee 
thought it would be 
nice to get a picture 
framed and presented to 
him as a memento of a 


wonderful day. 

“We didn’t tell him 
what we’d planned, it 
was a total surprise and 
he was thrilled. I think 
it’s going to take pride 
of place on his wall.” 

The framed photo¬ 
graph was signed on the 
back by the museum’s 


volunteers. Sue said she 
would always remember 
the event in November 
which included the 
portrait, a service at 
the Eastern Shelter, a 
bugler and a two-minute 
silence.

Care sector 
faces a 
‘crisis in 
recruitment’ 


INCREASING the 
pay of social care 
workers in the Vale 
is vital to help solve 
the recruitment 
crisis in the sector, 
the chair of Care 
Forum Wales has 
said. 

The plea from Mario 
Kreft comes after a 
campaign was launched 
to attract another 20,000 
social care workers in 
Wales over the next 10 
years. 

Mr Kreft said the 
problem was that the 
funding formulas of 
local councils and health 
boards were predicated 
on paying low wages 
to staff and that must 
change. 

He has welcomed 
the ‘WeCare.Wales’ 
campaign which was 
unveiled by Social Care 
Wales and other care 
sector organisations, but 
warned more money 
was needed to provide 
“decent wages”. 

The number of elderly 
people over the age 
of 80 is predicted to 
increase by 44 per cent 
in Wales by 2030. There 
are around 113,000 
people in the social 
care sector, but more 
are needed to cope with 
increasing need. 

Mr Kreft said a 
proposed social care tax 
would not provide the 
complete answer. He 
said: “We are aware that 
some care workers in 
the Vale and Bridgend, 
like other areas in 
Wales, are low paid. To 
its great credit, Welsh 
Government has recently 
recognised social care 
as one of the four foun¬ 
dations of the economy, 
one which pumps £2.2 
billion per year into the 
Welsh economy. 

“Social care workers 
in Wales deserve a better 
deal. The deal they’ve 
got is not good enough 
to sustain the numbers 
that we’re going to need 
in the future. 

“Local authorities and 
health boards in Wales 
actually predicate that 
more than half of the 
staff in a care home are 
on the National Living 
Wage. When you get a 
qualified highly-skilled 
care practitioner, they 
have to be able to sus¬ 
tain a standard of living 
commensurate with the 
level of responsibility 
they have. These are 
people who have been 
overlooked.” 

Sue Evans, the chief 
executive of Social 
Care Wales, said: “In 
Wales, around 90,000 
people work in social 
care, while 23,000 
work in early years and 
childcare. However, we 
still need more people if 


we are going to meet the 
needs and expectations 
of society over the next 
10 years. 

“The ‘WeCare’ cam¬ 
paign has been devel¬ 
oped to attract the right 
people to support some 
of the most vulnerable 
members in our commu¬ 
nities or help inspire the 
next generation.” 

A spokesman for 
the Vale Council said 
it had recently agreed 
a pay increase for staff 
across the board with the 
lowest paid workers in 
particular benefiting. 

He said: “From April, 
they will earn a mini¬ 
mum rate of £9.18 per 
hour. The new level is 
higher than the national 
minimum rate and also 
exceeds the independent¬ 
ly-set Foundation Living 
Wage. 

“We recognise that 
our greatest asset is our 
workforce. Our pay is 
competitive and in many 
cases staff rise through 
pay salary bands during 
early years of service. 

“Staff also benefit 
from the opportunity to 
join the local govern¬ 
ment pension scheme, 
extensive development 
opportunities and our 
employee assistance 
programme which offers 
emotional and practical 
support for issues at 
work and at home. 

“From April, they will 
earn a minimum rate 
of £9.18 per hour, with 
hourly wages increasing 
by £1.28. The new level 
is £1.35 higher than 
the national minimum 
rate and also exceeds 
the Foundation Living 
Wage. 

A Welsh Government 
spokeswoman said it 
was committed to raising 
the status and profile 
of social care so it was 
seen as a positive career 
choice. 

She said: “We have 
already taken steps to 
support the sustainability 
of the workforce. We 
recognise pressures the 
sector faces in Wales 
and are providing an 
additional £50 million 
in 2019-20 to help meet 
the growing demand 
for care and support 
services, £30 million 
of which will focus on 
workforce pressures and 
the wider sustainability 
of services.”

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Charity launches appeal 
for nurses to get ready 
for the next generation 


TY Hafan, the children’s 
hospice in Wales, is appealing 
to supporters to help its nurses 
get ready for the next gener¬ 
ation and expand their care 
beyond the hospice walls and 
into the homes of life-limited 
children. 

Over the past 20 years, nursing has 
changed significantly. Since its open¬ 
ing in 1999, Ty Hafan has supported 
more than 800 children, and every 
year more children are admitted to the 
Sully-based hospice for comfort and 
care. With developments in technol¬ 
ogy and medicine, children are living 
longer which means that their needs 
have become increasingly complex. 

Ty Hafan’s Head of Hospice Care, 
Hayley Humphries, who has worked 
with Ty Hafan for most of her nursing 
career for 14 years, said: “We respond 
to the needs of each and every Ty 
Hafan child so our clinical care has 
had to evolve considerably. 

“Our highly-trained nurses have 
introduced new clinical procedures 
and our symptom control and manage¬ 
ment techniques have become more 
specialised. Our hospice is now open 
24/7, 365 days a year, enabling us to 
be ready for whenever the children 
need us. 

“At the beginning of this year, we 
introduced our first-ever children’s 
palliative care community nurse in 
Powys and, in the next 20 years, our 
ultimate aim is to have a Ty Hafan 
community nurse based in every 
Welsh health board, joining forces 
with the existing health services to 
provide pain management, family 


support and end of life care in a home 
setting. 

“It costs over £1.1 million every 
year to train and fund our nurses, both 
community and hospice based. That’s 
why we’re launching this appeal and 
asking community, corporate and 
individual supporters to do anything 
they can to raise funds to help our 
nurses support even more children 
across Wales, not only in the hospice 
but also in the safe and familiar com¬ 
fort of their own homes. There will be 
more families who need us, and we 
need to be ready for them”. 

Parents with first hand experience 
of Ty Hafan’s nursing care know just 
how much it means to them, when 
faced with their darkest moments. 

Osian Liddell from Barry has been 
visiting Ty Hafan for short breaks 
ever since he was bom nearly four 
years ago. His mother, Anna, recalled 
how she felt the first time she visited 
the hospice and handed her tiny baby 
over to the Ty Hafan nurses. 

“We just felt massive relief and for 
the first time in Oshi’s young life, we 
felt calm,” she said. 

“We were with people who could 
help us and if something happened, 
they’d know what to do. Osian was 
safe. Those nurses are a replacement 
‘me’. As well as medication, they give 
cuddles and love, which is just what 
Oshi needs.”

False start to Spring 
is confusing the bees 

News from the Fonmon Apiary 
with Harold Williams 


IS spring really here? Last 
month was very convinc¬ 
ing and the bees thought so 
too. However, a complete 
reversal of the weather has 
curtailed eternal activity; 
but not stopped it altogether. 

Examining the debris in the under¬ 
floor trays is revealing an increase in 
varroa mite numbers and this is an 
indication that the queens are stepping 
up their egg production - and the varroa 
will take advantage of this situation. 

Here at the apiary, I have two col¬ 
onies of bees that have been overwin¬ 
tered, each in their own nucleus box. 

What is a ‘nucleus box’? It is a 
smaller version of a beehive: a full 
size version holds 11 frames whereas 
the nucleus only has five frames 
in it. These ‘nuc’ boxes are made 
from expanded polystyrene; the 
full size hives are made of wood. 

The insulating properties of the 
polystyrene boxes is much appreci¬ 
ated by the bees, and if there is a 
downside, it is when it comes to clean¬ 
ing said boxes. Unlike the wooden 
full size boxes that can be scraped 


and gone over with a blowlamp to 
ensure good hygiene, this cannot be 
done with the poly-nucs. However, I 
am experimenting with a wallpaper 
stripper and steam cleaning appears 
to be working. I do have wooden 
nuc boxes and they can be scorched. 

All colonies are showing external 
activity and the foragers, when they can 
get out, are returning with pollen which 
is always a good sign. Very shortly, the 
beginner’s course will be initiated and 
if there is one recommendation that 
we try to convey to the newcomer, 
it is that of having spare equipment! 

Many new beekeepers will only 
wish to have one or maybe two hives 
at the most, so see no requirement 
for extra equipment. As the year pro¬ 
gresses, the occupants of their hives 
will increase rapidly: left to them¬ 
selves, the bees will control the situ¬ 
ation of overcrowding by swarming! 

So if you wish to keep your 
bees, there are manoeuvres that can 
be carried out, but they do require 
spare kit. Swarming is a natu¬ 
ral cycle in the life of a honeybee.

far, it’s a wholly satis¬ 
fying origin story for 
the newest addition to 
the ever-growing stable 
of characters. 

The film opens with 
some clunkiness - the 
backstory of Captain 
Marvel/Carol Danvers/ 
Vers is a convoluted 
one that doesn’t 
benefit from some of 
the choices made in 
the opening 20 minutes 
here. 

Once it settles 
down, it becomes a 
far smoother and more 
enjoyable ride. 

The characteristics 
of previous Marvel 
films are present, 
either knowingly or 
unwittingly (there’s a 
dash of Guardians of 
the Galaxy, a pinch of 
Thor) which does mean 
that the film only really 
develops its own iden¬ 
tity around the halfway 
mark, but it hits notes 
that, while familiar, are 
enjoyable enough to 
carry it through. 

Hiring directing duo 
Ryan Boden and Anna 
Fleck (more used to

playing in the low- 
budget playground with 
the likes of Half-Nelson 
and Mississippi Grind) 
was another bold direc¬ 
torial choice by Marvel, 
but one that doesn’t 
wholly pay off. 

While the pair have a 
sure enough handle on 
the character beats, the 
action sequences don’t 
have enough personal¬ 
ity, feeling helmed by 


committee rather than 
carrying the tenets of 
the directing duo. 

Where the film 
really hits home is in 
the performances. Brie 
Larson is a perfect fit 
for the lead character, 
delivering a strong turn 
as she attempts to dis¬ 
cover who she really is, 
and her chemistry with 
Samuel L Jackson’s 
de-aged Nick Fury is a 
real delight. 

This ‘buddy road 
movie’ element is one 
of the film’s strengths, 
and the pair are in fine 
form. 

Around them other 
performances are 
solid, from the likes of 
Jude Law and Annette 
Bening, while Ben 
Mendehlson is a delight 
as Skrull leader Talos 
and Lashana Lynch, as 
Carol’s friend Maria, is 
great in the opportuni¬ 
ties she’s given. 

The narrative beats 
feel a tad familiar, 
seemingly using the 
origin story template 
with some slightly 
telegraphed twists, 


no doubt one of the 
downfalls of being the 
21st Marvel film, but it 
all comes together into 
something that is well 
worth watching. 

If it falls a little short 
of the studios’ finest 
output (and after the 
films they released last 
year that’s hardly a 
harsh criticism) it still 
carries enough of the 
Marvel charm to see 
it through - Captain 
Marvel is marvellous 
fun. 

VERDICT: It 
doesn’t hit the ground 
running, but once 
Captain Marvel hits 
its stride it becomes a 
very good film indeed. 
There are some small 
signs of Marvel fatigue, 
mainly in the direction 
and narrative beats, but 
the performances have 
great charm and carry 
the film, especially Brie 
Larson and Samuel L 
Jackson. Recommended.

Barry is breathing better, 
thanks to new singing group 


A NEW singing group 
set up in Barry is mak¬ 
ing a big difference to 
people with lung disease. 

Funded by the British Lung 
Foundation (BLF) and the 
National Lottery, the Singing 
for Lung Health group has been 
running since November and is 
for anyone with a lung condition, 
such as chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease (COPD), asthma 
and IPF. 

The program is designed to 
help ease breathlessness and 
encourage people living with lung 
disease to have fun and make 
friends. 

After only two months, many 
of the members are seeing sig¬ 
nificant benefits. Local resident, 
Irene Webber, said: “Last year, 

I was diagnosed with Interstitial 


Lung Disease and I suffer from 
breathlessness. Singing for Lung 
Health is very enjoyable and fun. 

“We do exercises and sing 
songs designed to improve 
breathing, and as a result my lung 
capacity has increased. We also 
get hand-outs so we can do more 
at home. 

“It is very convenient and 
easy to get to. I wish we had had 
something like this years ago 
when I was a nurse. It allows 
people to do something for 
themselves, and not rely just on 
medication.” 

Another member said: “I cough 
quite a lot, especially in the 
evenings.

Are you able to provide 
Supported Lodgings? 


LLAMAU are currently 
looking for people from 
the Vale to provide a sup¬ 
portive home for homeless 
young people. 

In this article, a young person 
who lives in Supported Lodgings 
explains how this scheme has 
helped her, while a Provider, 
who offers a room in her home 
to young people who are home¬ 
less, explains why she is part of 
the scheme. 

The young person’s story ... I 
was referred to Llamau by 
Social Services after I had 
been asked to leave the family 
home. 

Throughout this time I suf¬ 
fered with mental health issues, 
anger issues, and self-medicated 
with cannabis. I took part in 
Llamau’s Family Mediation, to 
see if my mum and I could build 
on our relationship, but things 
had gone too far. 

Llamau spoke to me about 
my options and, together, we 
agreed that I would go into a 
Supported Lodgings placement. 

I was introduced to a Supported 
Lodgings provider, who was a 
single woman, and I moved into 
her house within days. 

It was a daunting experience, 
but I received a lot of support 
throughout from Llamau, and 
from the Supported Lodgings 
provider I was living with. 

I started to settle down in 
school and was able to achieve 


my GCSE qualifications. The 
independent skills I was learning 
helped me address my drug and 
anger issues, and my mental 
health improved immensely. 

I worked hard to put my past 
life behind me and started to 
look forward to my future. 

After leaving school I 
attended Cardiff and Vale 
College, and achieved Level 
1 and Level 2 in Catering and 
Hospitality. I have now started 
an apprenticeship in catering 
with the Coal Exchange Hotel 
in Cardiff and I enjoy going to 
work. 

I’m looking forward to being 
independent and will be moving 
into my own flat at the end of 
March. My life has changed 
dramatically through living in 
Supported Lodgings. 

My mum and I now have a 
good relationship, and I have 
a special relationship with the 
woman that helped me change 
my life. 

It is the best thing I have 
done, getting involved with 
Llamau and living in a great 
house, with a wonderful woman 
who has become a big part of 
my life. 

Lynne Appleyard tells of how 
she got involved with Llamau... 
Homelessness has always been 
an important cause to me. 
When the opportunity with 
Llamau’s Supported Lodgings 
scheme presented itself, I 


jumped at the chance to be 
involved. 

The young people Llamau 
support are really not to blame 
for the frightening situations 
in which they find themselves. 
Imagine sleeping on a piece 
of cardboard with just a thin 
blanket to cover yourself. These 
young people are vulnerable and 
at risk of abuse - sexual, mental 
and physical. 

I believe that the young 
people Llamau support are the 
future, not only for us, but for 
the next generation as well. 

We must break the cycle of 
homelessness by offering young 
people a home in which they are 
welcome, and a comfortable, 
non-threatening environment 
in which they have the best 
opportunity to thrive at a pace 
that suits them. 

I have been involved with 
Llamau’s Supported Lodgings 
Scheme since it began and, 
during that time, I have helped 
over 100 young people to move 
forward into independent and 
purposeful futures. 

I believe in the future, I 
believe in these young people, 
and Llamau has enabled me to 
fulfil my wish of a providing 
homeless young people the 
chance of a brighter future.

Parkrunners’ free CPR training 



AN A & E doctor 
from Penarth is 
giving free CPR 
training to Barry 
parkrunners after 
a cardiac arrest at 
her local parkrun 
last year. 

Katie Clark, an 
emergency medicine 
trainee at Prince 
Charles Hospital, 
Merthyr, is a regular 
runner at Barry Island 
parkrun. In October 
2018, she was taking 
part in the parkrun 
with her partner 
when another runner 
collapsed nearby. 

A group of runners 
led by Katie and her 
partner performed 
CPR on the man and 
used the parkrun’s 
defibrillator until the 
emergency services 
arrived. 

Since then, Katie has 
been organising CPR 
training sessions for 
Barry Island parkrun 
to share her knowledge 
and teach the lifesav¬ 
ing skills to as many 
people as possible. 

Katie held a training 
session at the Paget 
Rooms in Penarth on 
March 5. 

She said: “The 
incident at Barry Island 
parkrun got me think¬ 
ing about CPR sessions 
for parkrunners, 
volunteers and their 
families across Wales, 
including defibrillator 
training. All parkruns 
are required to obtain 
a defibrillator if they 
don’t already have one, 
and no new parkrun 


can start up unless they 
have access to one. 

“I contacted Adam 
Fletcher at British 
Heart Foundation 
(BHF) Cymru and 
Chris Davies, parkrun 
ambassador for 
Wales. They told me 
that a CPR initiative 
had been started 
by BHFCymru and 
parkrun in Wales and 
had trained more than 
100 volunteers, but 
they had slowed down 
due to a shortage of 
available trainers. 

“I suggested we use 


the knowledge and 
skills of junior doctors 
across the parkrun 
community in Wales, 
who are already trained 
to perform CPR and 
basic life support as 
part of their jobs. I’ve 
recently recruited a 
group of junior doctors 
in a local hospital 
as trainers for these 
sessions and hope to 
build on this.” 

Adam Fletcher, 

Head of BHF Cymru, 
said: “I’m so grateful 
to Katie for all her 
support. If more 


people learn CPR, 
more lives can be 
saved. We know that 
every minute without 
cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation (CPR) and 
defibrillation reduces 
the chance of survival 
by up to 10 per cent.” 

Katie and her 
partner recently met 
the man who survived 
following his cardiac 
arrest when he returned 
to volunteer at Barry 
Island parkrun. 

She said: “It was 
really emotional 
meeting him, seeing 
him looking well and 
helping out at the 
parkrun. It’s spurred 
me on to pass on the 
message that having 
the skills to perform 
CPR means more lives 
can be saved.” 

BHF Cymru’s 
Call Push Rescue 
CPR training kits are 
available in Welsh and 
English and are free to 
eligible Welsh second¬ 
ary schools. They are 
also available to order 
by community groups 
and workplaces. For 
more information 
about CPR, visit: www.

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Vale Mayor 
explains decision 
to abstain at 
budget meeting 


THE Vale of 
Glamorgan Mayor, 
Cllr Leighton 
Rowlands, has 
explained why he 
abstained on budget 
proposals at an 
emergency meet¬ 
ing of the council. 

The Vale Council 
is a Conservative- 
Independent administra¬ 
tion, but Vale Leader, 
Cllr John Thomas, 
relied on Labour votes 
to get the budget and 
council tax increase of 
4.9 per cent through 
last Friday, March 8. 

A total of 11 
Conservatives abstained 
on the budget vote 
and the Vale Mayor 
Cllr Rowlands, also a 


Conservative, explained: 
“As mayor it was 
very difficult for me 
to take the decision to 
abstain on the budget. 

“As mayor, it is my 
duty to promote the 
interests and reputation 
of the council and the 
Vale as a whole and 
act as an ambassador 
for both. I was simply 
not satisfied that Vale 
council tax payers were 
getting value for money 
out of the proposed 
increase and saving tar¬ 
gets were not being met. 

“I had concerns 
about a range of issues 
and that’s why I took 
the difficult decision to 
abstain on the budget.”

Exciting plans 
for new Vale 
campuses 


THE Vale Council 
and Cardiff and 
Vale College 
(CAVC) are work¬ 
ing on ambitious 
proposals for two 
new multi-mil- 
lion-pound college 
campus develop¬ 
ments - one at 
Barry Waterfront 
and the other at 
Cardiff Airport. 

Next week, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet will consider 
the sale of two pieces of 
land to the college, one 
located at the Innovation 
Quarter at the Waterfront 
and the other on land 
near the airport. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and plan¬ 
ning, said: “While nego¬ 
tiations are at an early 
stage the council is very 
keen to help Cardiff and 
Vale College realise its 
ambition of delivering 
two new state of the art 
college campuses in the 
Vale. 

“The sites we 
have identified offer 
huge potential. Barry 
Waterfront is perhaps the 
most innovative urban 
regeneration project in 
Wales. It currently offers 
first class leisure oppor¬ 
tunities, retail outlets and 
transport links, alongside 
a mix of housing. A 
sector-leading higher 


education campus would 
be yet another exciting 
development. 

“Equally, development 
of the second site near to 
Cardiff Airport would be 
an exciting early step on 
developing an area that 
we see driving forward 
economic development 
in the Vale in the near 
future.” 

Mark Roberts, chief 
operating officer at 
CAVC, said: “We have 
an ambitious programme 
of investing in delivering 
innovative opportunities 
and facilities for learning 
in Cardiff and the Vale 
that will inspire current 
and future generations. 
The plans would be a 
major boost for the col¬ 
lege, which is the third 
largest in the UK. 

“This proposal features 
two brand new state-of- 
the-art campuses: one at 
Barry Waterfront which 
will offer a wide range 
of vocational and further 
education courses, and an 
aerospace and advanced 
manufacturing campus 
at Cardiff Airport with 
STEM centre, IT and 
cyber security courses.” 

The GEM understands 
the college would like 
to open both campuses 
in September 2022, 
but that learning would 
continue at existing Vale 
sites until that date so 
no learning or students 
would be disrupted.

‘Local politics is not about 
grabbing headlines’ 

Cllr John Thomas, the Leader 
of the Vale Council, on 
the recent council tax vote 


B eing 
Leader of the 
Vale Council 
means having to 
take difficult deci¬ 
sions, especially in 
the context of year 
on year reductions 
in funding from 
Welsh Government. 

It is grossly naive 
to think that we can 
continue to provide 
essential local services 
without having to 
increase council tax and 
look at new ways of 
generating income. 

That being said, if 
you look at council tax 
rises across Wales there 
are only three lower 
than that agreed for the 
Vale last week. Indeed 
our increase of only 4.9 
per cent compares very 
favourably with author¬ 
ities like Pembrokeshire 
(9.9 per cent), Conwy 
(9.6 per cent) and 
Powys (9.5 per cent), 
and a host of others who 
have gone over the 5 


per cent mark. 

My term as leader of 
a council has seen the 
council consistently out¬ 
perform others in terms 
of the quality of ser¬ 
vices, while operating 
on a very lean budget; 
and I am very proud of 
the fact that in 2019/20 
the Vale will have the 
sixth lowest council tax 
rate in Wales, despite 
receiving a very low 
level of funding from 
Welsh Government. 

It was a shock to 
me when four of my 
Conservative colleagues 
voted against the 
budget. Not least 
because they had made 
no contribution to the 
public debate whatso¬ 
ever. For colleagues to 
come out in the press 
now, saying that they 
had issues with the 
council tax increase 
and value for money 
for residents is rather 
disingenuous when 
this matter had been 
discussed in group 
meetings on a number

of occasions, and no 
opposition to the figures 
was raised. 

The vote on the 
budget is one of the, if 
not the, most important 
decisions that the 
council makes during 
the year. Our inability 
to agree this at the first 
attempt caused not 
only embarrassment 
to the Conservative 
administration and the 
council as a whole but 
also made very real 
the possibility that we 
would fail to meet our 
legal obligations. 

It was in this context 
that I met with members 
of the group immedi¬ 
ately after the vote. I 
had hoped to agree a 
way forward. It became 
quickly clear, however, 
that I could not rely on 
their support. 

It would have been 
irresponsible to go into 
the Special council 
meeting unsure of 


whether the budget 
would be approved, 
and it was against this 
context that cross party 
discussions were held; 
and I will make no apol¬ 
ogies for reaching out 
to colleagues across the 
political spectrum when 
so much was at stake. 

This was in the best 
interests of both the 
Vale of Glamorgan as 
a community and the 
council as an organisa¬ 
tion. In setting a budget 
I have not given in to 
demands from those 
within the group or 
outside. I have listened, 
and engaged, and have 
sought at every step 
to ensure that the Vale 
maintains the excellent 
reputation that has been 
built up over the years.

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‘It’s been muddy 
hell’ say Dinas 
Powys councillors 



Construction traffic from the development site 
goes straight into the village and community 
councillors have complained about excessive 
deposits of mud and silt on local roads. 


BARRATT Homes 
has apologised to 
residents in Dinas 
Powys following 
complaints about 
excessive amounts of 
mud and silt on local 
roads caused by 
construction traffic. 

It said it is working 
closely with the Vale 
Council to “comply with 
all planning conditions” 
after being served with a 
formal notice. 

The developer is 
building 215 houses 
at the former St Cyres 
School site and commu¬ 
nity councillors say that 
over the months, mud 
has coated Murch Road 
and Murch Crescent and 
splattered nearby cars. 

Community councillor 
Chris Franks said: “ft has 
taken six months of com¬ 
plaints from residents 
and Plaid community 
councillors to force the 
Vale Council to address 
the problem of mud and 
silt on Dinas Powys 
roads. 

“The council has been 
timid and lacked resolve. 
The lack of effective 
action to protect residents 
has been a disgrace. 

“At long last the 
county council has served 
a Section 187A notice 
on the developers BDW 
to properly implement 
planning conditions. 

“The legal notice 
states that the developer 
has a month to address 
the breach of conditions.” 

Wheel washing facil¬ 
ities were introduced at 
the Dinas Powys site, 
but Cllr Franks says the 
measure had not been 
effective enough: “The 
Vale Council states that 
the arrangements on 
site are not consistently 
preventing the depositing 
of mud and silt onto the 
public highway. 

“In addition, the 
notice states there is 
no settlement pond or 
filtration system for the 
wheel wash and the road 
sweeper is not being 
deployed sufficiently.” 

Steve Williams, the 
managing director of 
Barratt Homes South 
Wales, apologised to 
local residents for the 
inconvenience and said 
action was being taken 
to deal with the problem. 

He said: “We always 


work to minimise the 
effects of construction 
and apologise to anyone 
who has been inconven¬ 
ienced by work in Dinas 
Powys. 

“We are working 
closely with Vale 
Council to ensure that we 
comply with all planning 
conditions and following 
recent bad weather we 
have made modifications 
to measures to minimise 
mud and silt deposits on 
the public highway. 

“We have installed a 
tarmac surface to provide 
a smoother area for the 
jet-washing operation 
and installed a sump to 
collect any excess water 
running off the vehicles. 

“The tyres of vehicles 
leaving the development 
during the day will con¬ 
tinue to have their tyres 
cleaned by the jet-wash.” 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and plan¬ 
ning at the Vale Council, 
said the council had been 
closely monitoring com¬ 
pliance at the develop¬ 
ment from the very start 
of construction. 

He explained: “Our 
enforcement team has 
been working with the 
developer to overcome 
local residents’ concerns 
and has taken quick and 
decisive action to resolve 
breaches of the planning 
conditions when they 
have arisen. 

“The council’s 


planning enforcement 
team contacted the 
developers on February 
14 to specify a number of 
improvements required 
to keep the roads clean. 
This is the latest in a 
series of formal notices 
served on the developer. 

“Subsequent site vis¬ 
its along with evidence 
provided by local resi¬ 
dents made clear that 
initial improvements 
and attempts at compli¬ 
ance were simply not 
sufficient. 

“While new arrange¬ 
ments for washing the 
wheels of vehicles 
leaving the site had been 
put in place, these were 
failing to ensure that 
excessive mud was not 
being deposited from the 
site onto the road. 

“Consequently, on 
March 6, the Vale 
Council served the devel¬ 
oper with their second 
Breach of Condition 
Notice.” 

Cllr Bird added: “The 
developer has been 
given one month to 
ensure full compliance 
with the requirements 
of the notice. This is 
the minimum time 
allowed under planning 
legislation. Should the 
developer fail to comply 
with the requirements 
of the notice the council 
will consider a legal 
prosecution.”

Vale Council 
unveils new 
parking plans 


A new approach 
to parking man¬ 
agement across the 
Vale is to be consid¬ 
ered by the council’s 
cabinet on Monday, 
March 18, with the 
council looking to 
introduce further 
charging in some 
car parks and also 
‘on street’ in resorts. 

No charges would be 
introduced for ‘on street’ 
town centre parking 
under the proposals. 
The proposals would see 
parking remain free of 
charge for the first two 
hours as well as free 
parking on Sundays in 
all town centre car parks. 
Permits would be avail¬ 
able for regular users. 
Charges would apply for 
stays of longer than two 
hours in town centre car 
parks but not on street. 

All year round 
resort car park charges 
are proposed for car 
parks at Barry Island, 
Ogmore-by-Sea and 
Southerndown. These 
charges vary between 
peak and off-peak times 
and parking would be 
free before 8am with 
reduced tariffs after 4pm. 
On street parking charges 
would also be applied at 
the resorts of Barry Island 
and Penarth Esplanade. 

Under the proposals, 
which have been pro¬ 
duced by council officers 
following a public 
consultation exercise 
in 2018, charges would 
also be applied at the 
coastal car parks of 
Barry’s Cold Knap, Cwm 
Col Huw in Llantwit 
Major and at Penarth’s 
Cliff Walk. These new 
charges will for 2019/20 
only apply during 
the summer season. 

Annual passes would 
be available for all resort 
and coastal car parks. 

Charges of between 
£1 and £3 would be 
applied to Cosmeston 
Lakes and Porthkerry 
Country Parks between 
8am and 6pm. Again, 
a reduced price annual 


pass would be available. 

Parking for cars dis¬ 
playing a blue badge 
would remain free of 
charge in all instances. 

A spokesperson 
for the council said: 
“Maintaining the 
Vale’s car parks costs 
the council upwards of 
£300,000 each year and 
this does not include 
the costs of managing 
the resorts they support. 

“As was widely 
acknowledged during the 
debate on the council’s 
budget for 2019/20, we 
have no alternative but 
to seek to raise additional 
income if we wish to 
continue to provide the 
services that we know our 
residents want and which 
bring visitors to the Vale. 

“We have listened 
carefully to the views 
shared during the con¬ 
sultation and the policy 
proposed differs signif¬ 
icantly from that pro¬ 
posed by Capita. Parking 
will be free for two hours 
in all town centre car 
parks and town centre 
on street parking will 
incur no charge at all. 
We have done all we can 
to ensure these charges 
do not penalise local 
residents and where new 
charges are being pro¬ 
posed we have ensured 
these will be competi¬ 
tive with neighbouring 
local authority areas. 

“The new measures 
for residents’ parking 
permits will also ensure 
that where spaces are at a 
premium local residents 
can ensure they have 
preference for a very 
reasonable cost, with no 
restriction on the num¬ 
ber of permits that each 
household can apply for.” 

If approved on March 
18, the council’s new 
parking policy is likely 
to come into effect later 
this year once the legal 
framework is in place.

‘Tackling the problem 
of agricultural pollution’ 


T HE issue of 
agricultural 
pollution is a 
concern for every 
farmer. A single 
pollution incident 
can cause huge 
harm to wildlife 
and the environ¬ 
ment, while the 
steady, periodic or 
combined leaching 
of pollutants can 
lead to damaging 
concentrations of 
nitrates or other 
chemicals, resulting 
in problems such as 
algal blooms and 
the contamination 
of water supplies. 

Of course, pollution 
brings with it finan¬ 
cial costs for farm 
businesses - whether 
directly, as a result 
of fines, or a result of 
the loss of valuable 
nutrients from soils and 
other adverse impacts. 

Thankfully, the data 
available for agricultural 
pollution incidents 
from January 2010 to 
February 2018 shows 
only one per cent of 
farms in Wales to have 
been recorded as having 
a substantiated pollution 
incident; but some of 
those that have been 
attributed to farming 
were catastrophic, add¬ 
ing to existing pressures 
from members of the 
public, charities and 
other bodies to tighten 
up farming regulations. 

Such pressures, which 
have been exacerbated 
by unusually wet 
periods in recent years, 
come against a back¬ 
ground of legislative 
pressure due to Nitrate 
Vulnerable Zone and 
Water Framework 
Directive legislation. 

For these reasons, the 
FUW has worked with 
others for decades to 
help address agricultural 
pollution in a propor¬ 
tionate and targeted 
way. 

In recent years, a 
large proportion of this 
work has been through 
the FUW’s membership 
of the Welsh Land 
Management Forum 



Rachel Saunders 
of the Farmers’ 
Union of Wales 
writes on 
Farming Matters. 

(WLMF), chaired by 
Natural Resources 
Wales, and in particular 
the WLMF agricultural 
pollution sub-group, 
which has met monthly 
over the past two years. 

Following a consul¬ 
tation on the expansion 
of Wales’ Nitrate 
Vulnerable Zones and 
a request from Welsh 
Government Cabinet 
Secretary Lesley 
Griffiths in April 2018, 
the group submitted a 
detailed report and 45 
recommendations to the 
Cabinet Secretary. 

While work by the 
group continued, with 
a particular emphasis 
on targeting actions in 
areas where problems 
are known to exist, it 
seems that the work of 
the Welsh Government 
ground to a halt in 
terms of considering the 
recommendations or the 
results of a programme 
ofNRW farm visits 
aimed at identifying 
problems and appropri¬ 
ate solutions. 

Lesley Griffiths has 
neither met with the 
group nor responded to 
the recommendations. 
Rather, the Welsh 
Government announced 
in November that it 
intends to bring forward 
legislation for the whole 
of Wales which is, to 
all intents and purposes, 
a cut-and-paste of the 


NVZ rules - increasing 
the number of Welsh 
farm holdings subject 
to costly and restrictive 
legislation from an 
estimated 600 to more 
than 24,000. 

While there are 
problems that must 
be addressed, such a 
move is wholly dispro¬ 
portionate, and would 
undermine efforts to 
target pollution in those 
areas where action is 
needed, while adding 
huge costs and burdens 
in vast areas where no 
problems exist. 

The GEM asked the 
Welsh Government 
to comment and 
The Minister for 
Environment, Energy 
and Rural Affairs, 

Lesley Griffiths, said: 
“Failure to tackle the 
issue of agricultural 
pollution would be 
highly damaging for 
Wales; in terms of its 
reputation, on the envi¬ 
ronment and for Wales ’ 
future trading arrange¬ 
ments post-Brexit. 

“The appropriate and 
fair way to deal with 
the issue of agricultural 
pollution in Wales is 
to tackle it at source, 
with measures aimed 
at dealing with poor 
practice which is still 
seen far too frequently 
across Wales. 

“I have welcomed 
the recommendations 
made by the Wales Land 
Management Forum 
sub-group (WLMF) 
and we are already 
implementing a number 
of them. 

“It remains the 
intention of the Welsh 
Government to establish 
the right balance of 
measures and officials 
from relevant depart¬ 
ments meet with the 
WLMF on a monthly 
basis. The proposed 
regulations are 
proportionate, based 
upon good practice 
recommendations and 
will play an important 
role, alongside other 
measures, in helping 
address agricultural 
pollution in Wales. ”

Vale horse 
comes third in 
Cheltenham 
classic 


LLANCARFAN’S 
Evan Williams was 
delighted to say 
the least when his 
Silver Streak, the 
rank outsider at 
80-1, finished third 
behind the Irish- 
trained Espoir 
D’Allen and Melon 
in Tuesday’s classic 
Champion Hurdle 
at Cheltenham. 

Silver Streak, the only 
grey in the 10-runner 
field and who had been 
runner-up in his previous 
three races was partnered 
by stable jockey Adam 
Wedge, who said: “He 
tried all the way through 
and I thought we would 
get second.” 

The winner won by 
15 lengths but there was 
only a neck between the 
second and third. 

Williams, a former 
national champion 
point-to-point rider, told 
the press: “I’m over 
the moon. At one point 
I’d have been happy if 
he’d won a couple of 


little handicaps and 
he’s ended up finishing 
third in the Champion 
Hurdle.” 

“I’m delighted, sur¬ 
prised and shocked,” he 
added. “I can’t believe 
it. The only thing I’ve 
got right with this horse 
is that he needed a 
genuine pace to come 
off. Nobody wants to 
see a horse in the wrong 
race. His performance 
has shown he was in 
the right race and it 
will be easier with him 
now we know he’s good 
enough.”

The Grand Slam is still on but 
Gatland’s Welsh comeback kings 
et a taste of their own medicine!

A FTER this baffling match in 
Murrayfield, Wales remain 
on course to go for the 
Grand Slam next Saturday in the 
Principality Stadium against Ireland, 
but it was not a comfortable watch. 

In the opening Six Nations game, Wales started 
slowly against France, but stormed back in the 
second half to win - and then they did the same 
against England, so after an excellent first 40 min¬ 
utes, when the Welsh side got on top and varied 
their play intelligently, they went into the break in 
complete control against a Scotland side that was 
ravaged by injuries. 

However, with the benefit of hindsight, there 
was a unlikely echo of the English encounter just 
before half time. 

England, remember, were leading 10-3 when 
Jonny May chased down Liam Williams and 
forced him into touch five metres out. It was the 
final play of the first half, and an England score 
could have put the games out of Wales’ reach, but 
great defence held the English line-out drive, and 
Wales were able to regroup during the break. 

Yesterday, two minutes before half time, and 
with Wales leading 15-6, Gareth Anscombe sent 
a superb penalty from a narrow angle spiralling 
perfectly to find touch just five metres out. A try 
could have taken the score to 20-6, or even 22-6, 
but Scotland held the line-out drive. 

They did, however, concede a penalty, but 
Anscombe hit the post. Even then, Hadleigh 
Parkes claimed the rebound and Wales recycled 
the ball and sent it out to the in-form Josh Adams, 
who fancied his chances against substitute Adam 
Hastings, but the Scot made a great tackle. 

Now, it was Scotland’s turn to regroup during 
the interval and they made a startling resurgence. 

They had started the match with two of their 
first-choice back three (Stuart Hogg and Sean 
Maitland) out injured. 

Before 30 minutes had passed, two more 
(Tommy Seymour and Blair Kinghom) had 
departed and a fifth attacking threat, the twin¬ 
kle-toed Darcy Graham, lasted only until the 64th 
minute before needing repairs. 

Wales coach Warren Gatland hinted that, 
perhaps, a touch of complacency set in among the 
Welsh side during the break, while captain Alun 
Wyn Jones simply said that Wales could not get 
hold of the ball in the second half. 

Certainly, the Scots produced a supercharged but 
mistake-ridden second half where they let scoring 
chances slip on several occasions. 

However, they managed to retain possession 
after many of their mistakes, with fumbles going 


backwards and misplaced passes being tidied up by 
a navy blue jersey rather than a red. 

On top of that, the penalty count moved heavily 
against Wales, so much so that, with 10 minutes 
remaining, referee Pascal Gauzere gave Alun Wyn 
Jones the “next one is in the bin” talk. 

After the game, Scotland coach Gregor 
Townsend made it clear that he felt that talk should 
have been made 10 to 15 minutes earlier. 

Wales paid a price for Scotland’s resurgence 
too, as Liam Williams, who had been having an 
outstanding game, went off injured. One Aussie 
Rules-style catch, taking the ball high above his 
head, will live long in the memory. It looked like 
a damaged collar bone but, at the time of writing, 
is being described as a ‘stinger’ which gives him 
hope of playing next Saturday. 

His injury was linked to the one occasion that 
Wales’ rush defence was out-flanked. They say 
that a long pass can do this, and in this case that 
pass fell into the hands of Allan Dell. The Scottish 
prop looked a touch nonplussed at first, looking for 
a quicker man to pass to, but realising that there 
was no one near, he showed a clean pair of heels 
to Alun Wyn Jones and had worked up a real head 
of steam when Liam Williams was forced to throw 
himself into the path of the truck. 

On the injury front, Wales seem to have 
survived this game, although Hadleigh Parkes and 
Adam Beard looked as if they had gone 15 rounds 
with Anthony Joshua. 

It had all seemed so smooth in the first half. 
Scotland did score first after 10 minutes with a 
Finn Russell penalty after Josh Navidi was ruled 
offside, but within five minutes Wales were ahead. 

Quick hands out right meant Wales made ground 
and then, when the ball was moved left, centre 
Jonathan Davies drew his man and passed to Josh 
Adams. The left wing was short of room to work 
with, but skinned the Scots full back, Kinghom, 
and crossed in the comer before mnning round to 
touch down behind the posts. It was a really sharp 
finish, although the re-mns suggested that the pass 
to him was slightly forward. Anscombe converted. 

Scotland came back and Darcy Graham, who 
has more than a touch of Shane Williams about 
him, beat defenders with barely any room. One 
suspects he wears bright yellow boots to highlight 
his dazzling footwork! 

The attack broke down but Scotland were 
awarded a penalty that reduced the margin to just 
one point. 

However, four minutes later Anscombe restored 
Wales’ lead, splitting the posts from 42 metres. 

On the 25-minute mark, Wales made it 15-6. 
They put George North at the front of the line out, 
and the wing made ground, before a series of pick 


Ross Moriarty made several powerful 
charges in the first half but after the break 
it was Wales ’ defence that was tested. 

and goes sucked in the defence. When the ball was 
moved wide, centre Jonathan Davies was spoiled 
for choice. He could have put Adams in for a sec¬ 
ond, but a gap opened up and he scored himself. It 
was as clinical a move as Wales have put together 
all year. 

It carried on going Wales’ way. By now, 

Seymour and Kinghom had left the field, and 
Ross Moriarty was enjoying himself, catching the 
Scottish restarts and crashing through tackles. The 
Murrayfield crowd was quiet. 

There was the aforementioned chance to 
increase the lead, but all was fine and dandy as 
Wales left the field for the half time team talk. 

It all changed in the second half, with Scotland 
attacking furiously. Hamish Watson, returning 
from injury and short of match fitness, was like 
a man possessed when he came on, bouncing off 
would-be tacklers and making yards every time he 
had the ball. 

He epitomised the Scottish fightback, burning 
with frustration and anger at the way things had 
gone in the first half. 

Liam Williams picked up his injury 10 minutes 
into the half, and Dan Biggar replaced him, 

The Scots had a lucky break when Hadleigh 
Parkes was harshly penalised for a high tackle. 

Finn Russell kicked for the comer after that pen¬ 
alty, and Wales held the line-out drive, but had to 
react quickly when Grant Gilchrist forced his way 
over - turning the second row onto his back and 
stopping him grounding the ball. 

Wales were rattled. Biggar had a chance to put 
in a relieving penalty kick, but slipped and his mis- 
cue made just 10 yards. To make matters worse, 
Wales were failing to win their own line-outs, so 
the pressure came back on them. 

Soon after, George North fell foul of M. 

Gauzere, being penalised for a choke tackle, even 
though he had his hand firmly on the ball as he 
contested possession with Ali Price. 

This time, the Scots worked a sharp backs move, 
with Finn Russell giving an inside pass to Byron 
McGuigan, who put Darcy Graham clear for his 
first international try. Russell’s pass appeared to be 
forward, but Wales could hardly complain after a 
similar call in the first half. 

The try went unconverted, but it was now 
15-11. At a mck, Gareth Davies shouted at the 
referee, demanding a penalty. There’s too much of 
this these days, and he was rewarded by seeing the 
penalty go against Wales! 

There was a chance for Wales to restore their 
lead when Adams kicked ahead after a loose 
Scottish pass. Jonathan Davies continued the 
attack, and a score seemed likely, but Wales’ first 
half coolness had gone missing and the chance

went begging. 

The next 12 minutes were agony for Welsh 
spectators. Scotland were camped in the 22, and a 
series of penalties were kicked into the comer to 
keep Wales on the rack.They did, however, keep 
all 15 on the pitch and this made a difference. 
Young Aaron Wainwright came on with fresh legs 
and Wales demolished a planned Scottish line out 
drive, pushing them back 10 metres and earning a 
much-needed penalty, 

Fortunately for Wales, Scotland continued to 
make errors. One 15-phase attack ended with the 
Scots 30 yards further away from the Welsh line 
than when they started. 

Before the match was over, Wales had one 
more lucky break. Price chased a kick ahead and, 
failing to notice that the bounce had beaten Gareth 
Anscombe, tackled him regardless. It meant that 
Wales had a relieving penalty kick and, from the 
next phase of play, they had a kickable penalty, 
which Anscombe slotted to make it 18-11. 

The match finished soon after, and the camera 
turned to Warren Gatland in the stands. 

The Welsh head coach seemed a little under¬ 
whelmed by the victory!
